monument erected to the “bold 
company of Mecklenburg’ who 
spoke up for American indepen- 
dence in 1775, a year before the 
rest of the country. 

Adiai Stevenson, Democratic 
candidate for the presidency in 
1952 repeated them a few days 
ago when he spoke to the Demo- 
crats of that state. 

He went on to speak of a demo- 
faith in a people's govern- 
ment, and since he was speaking 
in a Southern state where Wood- 
row Wilson had gone to school and 
where Andrew Jackson had been 
born, he said this:

triumph over torture and treachery

I suppose Jesus always knew 
what He might expect. from His 
avowed foes. He seems early to 
have recognized the fact that His 
ministry must one day be cut short 
by their malicious endeavors. His 
crucifixion would not, however. be 
without meaning and significance, 
a cosmic meaning and an eternal 
significance. The Kingdom of God 
would be built. He believed, not 
upon the foundation of parables 
and proclamations alone but upon 
the cornerstone of the suffering, 
death and resurrection of God's 
own Son.

It is too late, however, for that 
to be an excuse. There can be no 
excuses. You and the others in 
the atomic dictatorship are up 
against the gun, You've got to han- 
dle it—or else.
